very door. Attempts to substitute Central Canada, 
which is much more difficult of access, for that mar¬ 
ket. whether by lower freight rates or subsidies, are like 
trying to force a stream to run up-hill: There can 
be no doubt that if the tariff barriers had been re¬ 
moved, the Maritime Provinces would now be the 
most prosperous part of Canada.

ported from Berlin to-day. that the Nationalist mem¬ 
bers of the Marx Cabinet would support the demands 
of the parties to the Left for an indefinite extension 
of the law of the land which prohibits the return of 
•he ex-Kaiser without the approval of the Ministry. 
This particular measure provides "for the protection 
of the republic" and expires on July I of this year. 
It now is almost certain that the Reichstag intends 
to dispose of Wilhelm's hopes completely.

The United 
throughout her many congregations, 
will recognise on Sunday the Jubi¬ 
lees of the mission work established 
In Central India by the Presbyterian 
Church In 1877, through the effort* 
of a young Canadian missionary. J. 
Fraaer Campbell, who began work 
In Indore In January. 1877. 

In January of thla year there was 
celebrated at the church In Indore 
the Jubilee of the founding of thla 
mission fifty years before. There 
were present more than 1,000 mem¬ 
ber* on that occasion, and It la 
worthy of note that the founder of 
the mission, the Rev. Dr. Fraser 
Campbell, and his wife, who had 
given fifty years of service to the 
work, was present to Join In the 
Jubilee celebration. There was also 
present usn important delegation 
from the United Church in Canada 
In tho person of the moderator. Ilrv. 
James Endlcott, D.D., Rev. W. T. 
Gunn. D.D-. and Rev. Dr. W A. Wil¬ 
son. who for years had been Identi¬ 
fied as a missionary to these central 
Indian people. 

This mission field is now a part 
of tho United Church of Canadu, and 
Is now after fifty years represented 
by ninety foreign missionaries, 840 
native workers twelve central ata- 
tlo’na, twenty-seven out stations, 20 
organised congregation*. 1.700 mem¬ 
ber*, 8.494 communicants, twenty- 
eight day schools thirteen boarding 
schools with 1.350 students Ip l>oth. 
340 students tp college at Indpre, 
thirty-six in triAfthgtcal semin ary, 
threw men's hospitals five woman’s 
hospitals, thirteen dispensaries with 
150,000 treatments a year and fifty- 
five schools. 

The Idea of a United Church so 
captivated the conscience and Im¬ 
agination of the missionaries In the 
foreign field that nearly all entered 
the union.

To renrh Macao It Is necessary to 
come to Hongkong first, and embark 
on a small and uncomfortable British 
steamer. The fare for the round trip 
to Macao being five Hongkong dol¬ 
lars, or 12.50 of our own precious 
standard, you will note that the 
owners are not philanthropists hut 
business men. with an eye to divi¬ 
dends. 

OLD-TIME PIRATES 

The business In Ihese waters, how¬ 
ever. Is not all beer and sklttlen the 
fly tn the ointment, so to speak, be¬ 
ing pirates. Fur several thousand 
year*, more or less, the gentle Chi¬ 
nese have followed the profession of 
ptMMTy With unvarying success. 

Their method is simplicity Itself. 
A number of ineek-eyed <"hlne»# em¬ 
bark in the steerage of the ship. 
Underneath their Innocent-appearing, 
long gown* repose several layer* of 
automatic revolver* and a belt or 
two of first-class ammunition. 

At the proper moment when well 
at sea, the Chinese passenger now 
turned pirate give* the signal, a 
rtnsen or more automatics belch 
forth a message understood In all 
languages—“come through with the 
coin"— and the passengers. Chinese 
And foreign, "come through." Mean¬ 
time a pair of loaded guns pressed 
agntnst the abdomens of the captain 
and chief engineer causes the ship to 
he stopped until all valuables are put 
over the side Into a waiting Junk or 
sampan, after which the ship may 
proceed to Its destination.

Bheldon offered tt to several publishing bouses, all of which declined it. 

Then he submitted It to the editor of The Advance, a Congregational 
Church weekly periodical published in Chicago. In 1886 ”Jn His Steps” 
begun to appear In this publication as a serial. 

Instead of sending two complete copies of the. novel to the copyright 
bureau* in Washington, however, the management of Tho Advance for¬ 
warded only a port of one. No copyright lines were carried along with the 
serialised version. 

These blunder* resulted in the granting of a defective copyright fo Dr 
bheldon, which wa« not discovered, howevar, uaili after the novel had been 
published In book form, a small edtrlon of 100,800 eoplea. paperbound. 

An unusual demand for the utory attracted the attention of publishers 
generally. The irregularity of Dr. Sheldons copyright waa round Runted- 
lately, and the work was thus thrown on the open market, to he seized upon 
eagerly by sixteen different publishers within three months.

Engine Lubricating Ti 


The lubrication of the engine it particularly important during the 
cold weather and to secure efficient lubrication the correct grade of 
oil must be used. This is always a slightly lighter oil than is used 
during the warm weather. When the weather it cold the oil flows 
sluggishly and does not flow through tte oil pipes as quickly as it 
does when warm. When the engine is 'first started it must be run 
slowly to allow the cold oil time to warm up and start circulating 
properly^ 

Generally the choke is pulled out for a few seconds to secure an 
easy Start and the raw gasoline drawn into the cylinders at this time 
has a tendency to cut the o.l off the cylinder walls, ao^ if the engine 
ia speeded up there is a possibility of the pistons and cylinder walls 
making a metal to metal contact. This will result in 
.c yl i n de r s with a resultant loss of compr e ssion and power,

The oil companies issue a chart 
on which they specify the grade 
of oil to use in each particular 
make of car at each season of the 
year.

The oil should be drained out of the crankcase and replaced with 
fresh oil more frequently during the cold weather. Just a word of 
warning when draining the crankcase. DO NOT flush out the craak- 
case with kerosene, for owing to the numerous oil pockets it is ira- 
possible to remove all the kerosene after flushing with the result the 
fresh oil is diluted. The best way to flush the crankcase after drain¬ 
ing is to pour in about three quarts of light lubricating oil then turn 
the engine over wiih the starter for about a minute. If you notice 
the flushing oil is very dirty, it will be well to repeat the operation 
with fresh oil. After you have allowed the crankcase to drain for a 
minute or so, turn over the engine a few revolutions with the starter 
so as to be sure that all of the flushing oil is removed. The crank¬ 
case can now be refilled with fresh oiL 

If you examine the oil you will note that it is very thin and smells 
strongly of gasoline. During the cold weather when you use the 
choke regularly a large proportion of raw gasoline is drawn into the 
cylinders and part of this finds its way into the crankcase causing 
rapid dilution of the lubricating oil. In addition to this, the inside 
of crankcase sweats m6re or less and condenses any moisture that 
finds it way into the crankcase through the breather pipe, with the 
result Hnt after a few hundred miles you have a certain amount of 
water mixed with dhe lubricating oil The gasoline, water and sedi¬ 
ment mixes with the lubricating oil and at the end of 500 or 600 
miles its value as a lubricant ia very low. If you wish to get the 
longest service from your eugjne and reduce repair and replacement 
bill*, change the oil in the crankcase every 500 miles.

In the 
next bed was Gwen, a blue-eyed bonny child, 
whose physical defect had not robbed her 
piquant little face of I its sunny charm. 

Then there were the older girls—none of 
the girls are over fourteen—one of whom was 
tenderly nursing a beautiful doll. As Miss 
Slone, the assistant superintendent, observed, 
some kind friend must have heard that she was 
celebrating a birthday on Sunday last, for lo 
and behold, this wonderful doll was awaiting 
her on that day. 

CAIN KIDDIES' CONFIDENCE 

Although at the time this visjt was paid the

BATHINC POOL WANTED 

Dr. Wace is hoping that at some not 1 lot 
distant date it will be possible, with the assist¬ 
ance of some interested organization or other 
kindly friends, to build a cement enclosure into 
which the sea could flow at high tide and so 
become warm enough for the children to bathe 
in. Salt water bathing is one of' the most valu¬ 
able factors in the treatment of diseased or 
weakly limbs and if such a pool were built the 
children could spend hours in the water without 
getting chilled.

These Include 
the practice of rhyme*, the BOUM 
o; *"rn* other sympathetic person 
teaching the child by example, re¬ 
citing the rhyme* slowly and dis¬ 
tinctly wp|l«* he repeats them line by 
line In the rum* smooth, distinct 
manner. 

Other methods Involve the use of 
rhytl mica| exercises associated with 
the practice of speech, and the use 
of speech breathing manipulations, 
r* we|l »« other similar artificial 
technics which are not to he especi¬ 
ally recommended because of their 
artificiality. 

In many instanced*-the treatment 
nj stammering involves consultation 
with on expert In child psychology, 
rather rtpui With expert* on speech 
nr on disease* of the eac, nose and 
4 hront. . 

Nevertheless, the child may not 
talk well because It does not hear 
well., or because there are physical 
defect# pf the organs of speech 
wlillh makes tnlklnjr difficult. It Is 
probably advisable to be certain at 
once that t hoc-physical conditions 
rre satisfactory before any long pro- 
grrmme of speech or general educa¬ 
tion is undertaken.

DIFFERENT TYPES 

IN ENGINE DESIGN 


T'vESI’ITE what has been termed a 
^' standardisation of automoblla 
engine design, there are st present, 
under the hoods of a number ot 
famous ears. several very distinct 
types of engine. It la Important for 
the car owner to understand the dif¬ 
ference between- these designs snd to 
classify them properly. 

The moat common type is the valve 
head engine. In this the spark plugs 
are in the top and the valves are In 
a aide compartment. Next In popular¬ 
ity comes the valve-ln-bead engine, 
technically known as the I-head en¬ 
gine. In this type the valves are In 
the head and the spark plug Is In the 
side of the cylinder. Next comes the 
sleeve valve engine. Here the valves 
are slesvea working up and down in 
the cylinders and opening ports. It also 
is an I-head engine. 

The T-head engine la a type which 
formerly was extremely popular. 

J However. It Is still used In several 
very high grade makes of automobiles 
in America an<* Euro^;. In this typa 
the spark plug is In the head of the 
cylinder, but the intake and exhaust 
valves are on opposite sides. A type 
which has Just been revived is ths 
F-head engine, which Is a cross be¬ 
tween an I-head and an L-hsad. Tbs 
Intake valves' are in the need while 
the exhaust valves are in the sides.
